Memorial Day observance of’ yester- 
day, and that vast assemblage in at- 
ten@ance testified as, no other one 
thing could, that the people of this 
particular aéction are for making of 
Memorail Day a holy day and one 
to be observed with reverance rather 
than a holiday celebrated with auto: 
mobile races, sporting events, etc. 

At ten o’clock thé parade started 
from Masonic Temple, Ontariq and a 
most imposing sight it proved, for 
it not only brought back recent days 
“when America was engaged in a 
world conflict, but it brought-. back 
the days of °61 and ’65 when the G. 
A, R. men of’ today, together with 
their comrades who have crossed 
over to the other side, went forth. to 
battle that a nation. might live.

“The 
right kind is the kind that loves and 
accepts responsibility: Liberty with 
security is the keynote of true Am- 
ericanism; free government means 
government by the minority. Every 
man is his own high priest -of pa- 
triotism.” Mr. D’Orr was applauded 
several times during his talx.

TAX ISSUE CARRIES BY A 
VERY NARROW MARGIN 


By one-third of one vote, voters 
of Upland instructed the city council 
Friday to add 25c to the $1.00 tax 
for the general fund. 

When it comes to produce the un- 
usual in elections, Upland is carrying 
off the honors, In the election of 
Councilman Springer recently an ex- 
ceptional thing occurred when it was 
finally found after he had been de- 
clared in eligible, that he had lived 
within the city\ for a period of years 
by but a few feet. 

Now comes this special election, 
giving 149 votes for the increased 
tax and 74 votes against. The total 
vote cast was 223 and 148 2-3 votes

With temporary tables added there 
were seats in the grove for more than 
700 people and to serve so many 
people via the barbecue pits and the 
bean kettles required time, so that 
many of the tables were completely 
filled the second. time. Roadmaster 
Al Ray and his) 36 assistants, the 
road foremen of the diivsion, aided 
by the wives at tables, made this 
really the feature of the day, al- 
though it was of necegsity second- 
ary to the formalities to the dedica- 
tion itself. 

Director William M. Bristol, the 
genius. of the camp, appreciates the 
value of that which is sufficiently 
theatrical to be impressive, and he 
had scheduled the program accord- 
ingly.

The words of the invocation were 
spoken by Elder George Wixom, and 
then Mr. Wixom, in a brtef address, 
formally presented the sun dining 
room to the Santa Fe men of all de- 
partments and to the public.

tor highway, and he ended by for- 
mally, in the name of the track de- 
partment of the Santa Fe, offering 
the dining room, high on the moun- 
tainside, where these exercises took 
place, to the traveling 
people who love the open.

CNDER GOVERNMENT USE 
APRIL 15th AND READY 
FOR PATIENTS SOON 


Arrowhead to Make Ideal Home 
For Soldiers Recovering from 
Illness and Injury. Will Care 
For 1000 Patients. 





The government hospital and sani- 
tarium for wounded and convalescent 
service men at Arrowhead Hot 
Springs, San Bernardino, will be 
opened June 15 according to an an- 
nouneement from the public health 
service. There are faciilties to care 
for 100 patients. The government 
has leased the property for four 
years. 

Definite announcement fixing June 
15 ‘as the’ date for the opening of 
the Public Health Hospital at Ar 
rowhead will arouse great interest, 
for it has been a constant inquiry 
directed at Dr. George W. Parcher 
and his assistants by San Bernardino 
county people. . 

The resort passed under govern- 
ment control on the morning of 
April 16, and at that time Dr. Par- 
cher, who is the megical officer in 
charge, stated that he hoped to be 
able to receive service men in less 
than two months, but a freight jam 
and the difficulty in getting equip- 
ment from the Hast occasioned the 


delay. 

While the present announcement 
is that accommodations will be 
ready for 100 patients, Dr. Parcher 


expects the number to be rapidly in- 
creased, until 250 can be cared for 
in the present building, while it is 
likely that before the summer is far 


advanced, outside quarters will be 
provided for many more, 

Should the government ultimately 
exercise its option to purchase, 


which is a feature of the lease, of- 
ficials expect the hospital to be ex- 
panded to care for net. less than 
1000 patients.

To the superficial view, to the 
‘hasty glance of the unthinking, shal- 
| low seer and of not a few who plume 
themselves on being vastly otherwise, 
this world today seems most’ hope- 
lessly mixed—simply a mess which 
might as well be given up as a bad 
job.

FEW HORSE- -DRAWN VEHICLES 


Carriage and ‘Wiese’ Bullders Have 
About Given ‘Up That Branch of 
of the Business, 

The members of a firm formerly 
prominent in selling horse-drawn ve- 
hicles on the Pacific coast give some 
interesting figures showing how the 
carriage and wagon builders have lost 
business, due to the inroads of the 
automobile industry in the transporta- 

tion field. , 

It seems that there were 14,000 bug: 
gies sold in Los Angeles county alone 
in 1896, and 6,500 wagons. Two years 
later the first motorcar appeared and 
business thereafter declined steadily. 
It {s doubtful if 100 buggies a year 
are sold now in California. Salesmen 
working in rural distaricts used to sell 
an average of two buggies a day and 
more sets of harness. One prominent 
wagon builder sold $8,000,000 worth 
of horse-drawn vehicles in, 1896. In 
1905 they stopped manufacturing them 
and concentrated their production fa- 
cilities on motorcars, which they had 
gradually developed as -their wagon 
trade decreased. 

Not all firms were so far-sighted or 
fortunate, however, and many fac- 
tories that formerly manufactured 
thousands of horse-drawn vehicles are 
but a memory. Most wagon builders 
of progressive mind installed motor- 
car departments zad are now reaping 
a harvest as manufacturers of special 
truck and van bodies to be fitted te 
standard motorcar truck chassis, work 
for which their mechanical equipment, 
working forces and experience sre par- 
honey well adapted.

Already a 
government department of “scientific 
anv industrial research” has-been es- 
tablished; whtle, according to the 
chairman at a recent meeting of the 
Institution of Electric Engineers, “wni- 
versities all over the country, led by 
University college, London, are re 
equipp'ng their training departments.”

Watching Life of Plants. 


From fuller information, now at 
hand in regard to the machiné by aid 
of which the Indian sctentist, Sir J. 
©. Bose, has been making visible tn 
London the ingrowth of plants, shows 
that he does much more than make 
visible what everybody already knew— 
that plants increase'‘in size.
